Miss Arber (Herbals, pp. 104-106) gives the following account of this book, 
and of its author: ‘‘ Nicolas Monardes, a Spanish physician, had published, in 
1569 and 1571, some account of the plants which had lately been brought to 
Kurope from the recently discovered West Indies, and this work was translated 
into English by John Frampton in 1577, under the title of Joyfull news out of the 
New Found World. This book contains a good figure of the tobacco plant, perhaps 
the first ever published, and also a long account of its virtues. The reader is 
told that the negroes and Indians after inhaling tobacco smoke, ‘ doe remaine 
lightened, without any weariness, for to labour again; and thei do this with so 
great pleasure, that although thei be not weary, yet they are very desirous for to 
do it, and the thing is come to so much effect, that their masters doeth chasten 
them for it and do burn the tobacco, because they should not use it.’’ 

Miss Rohde (Old English Herbals, p. 121-124) says: ‘* The earliest 
‘American’ herbal. . . Then he begins straightway to tell us of various 
herbs and gums brought from the new world, and of what the herbalists had 
been able to learn of their medicinal virtues. He writes of ‘ Copall’ and 
* Anime ’ (varieties of rosin), and tells us that the Spaniards first learnt of these 
from the Indian priests, who ‘ went out to receive them [the Spaniards] with 
little fire pots, burning in them this Copall, and giving to them the smoke of it 
at their noses.’ ‘ Tacamahaca ' (the Indian name for a rosin) is ‘ taken out by 
incision of a tree, being as great as a willow tree, and is of a very sweet smell ; 
he doeth bring forth a red fruit, as the seed of Pionio.’ The Indians used it 
for swellings in any part of the body and also for toothache. ‘ Caranna,’ another 
gum, brought from Nombre de Dios, is discovered to be of sovereign virtue for 
gout— it taketh it away with much easiness.’ The balsam of the New World, 
‘ that licour most excellent, which for his excellency and merverlous effects is 
called Balsamo,’ an imitation of the true Balsamo that was in the land of 
Egypt,’ is ‘ made of a tree greater than the Powngarned Tree, it carrieth leaves 
like to nettles : the Indians do call it Xilo and we do call the same Balsamo.’ 
There follows an account of the way in which the Red Indians make the Balsam, 
either by cutting incisions in the tree, and letting the ‘ clamish licour, of colour 
white, but most excellent and very perfite,’ run out, or by cutting up boughs and 
branches of the tree into very small pieces, boiling them in cauldrons and then 
skimming off the oil. . . .” |

Boyle was 
the first to state with perfect clearness that a chemical compound results from 
the combination of two [or more] constituents, and that it possesses properties 
totally different from either of its constituents alone, thus enabling him to draw 
a sharp. distinction between mixtures and chemical compounds.’’

This book relates to the extraordinary outbreak of witch-panic which 
occurred at Salem in the last decade of the seventeenth century, and was 
written as an answer to Cotton Mather’s Wonders of the invisible world. The 
author was a rationalist, like Robert Scot, Wier, and others, and endeavoured to 
stem the tide of insensate persecution of old women, young girls, and even 
small children—in the outbreak here referred to one of the accused was only 
eight years old!-—-Cotton Mather himself tells us about the genesis of the first 
edition of this book in his diary: *‘ He [Calef]sent this vile book to London to 
be published, and the book is printed, and the impression is this week arrived 
here. The books I have sent over into England, with a design to glorify the 
Lord Jesus Christ, are not published, but strangely delayed: and the books 
that are sent over to vilify me, and render me incapable to glorify the Lord 
Jesus Christ—these are published.’’ The book, however, was burnt at Harvard 
College by order of Increase Mather, then president. Dr. Elliot says: ‘‘ It 
is worthy of observation that Hutchinson, who was nearly related to the Mather 
family, speaks of R. Calef as a man of fair mind, who substantiated his facts.'’

Later 
he received an appointment at Padua; he deeply venerated Aristotle. He held 
the opinion that one could not demonstrate the immortality of the soul by pure 


reason, AND WAS CONSEQUFNTLY SUSPECTED OF ATHEISM. He died of the plague 
at Padua. 


This book supports the claim of the heart to be the most vital organ of the 
body. Without wishing to draw any undue inferences, we beg to point out that 
WiiwiAm Harvey, the discoverer of the circulation of the blood, took the degree 
of M.D. at Padua University, where Cremonini lectured between 1590 and nis 
death: it is therefore probable that Harvey attended Cremonini’s lectures, who 
may have first drawn his attention to the heart and the phenomena connected 
with it. It is also interesting to note that Harvey speaks of the ancients with 
great reverence, though not to the extent of accepting all their statements.

In 1548 the parliament condemned his books 
to be burned, as too favourable to the new opinions; in 154€ the author himself 
suffered death at the stake on a charge of atheism. Among his works in Latin 
are: ‘‘ A dialogue on the imitation of Cicero,’’ written against Erasmus; ‘‘ A 
commentary on the Latin language ’’ (1536); and a ‘‘ Summary of the acts of 
Francis I ’’ (1540).

Aldus had, as he informs us in his Greek colophon above quoted, a number of 
ancient and trustworthy manuscripts on which he based the text of this edition. 
Didot quotes the original of part cf this colophon but with a variation from the 
text of the present copy, which, as will be seen above, reads dvruypapous: 
whereas Didot reads dvroypégous. It is, however, exceedingly probable that 
this is an error, as Aldus is not likely to have thought that he possessed Plato’s 
original manuscripts, which use the word dvzéypagov would imply: whereas 
avrTlypapov simply means a transcription. The manuscripts used include 
several discovered at Mount Athos during his mission to Greece on behalf of 
Lorenzo de’ Medici for the purpose of rescuing Greek literary treasures. 


In the course of the Latin address to Leo X we have a review of the geo- 
graphical discoveries made during the past thirty years, including a reference 
to America which has escaped the attention of Harrisse. We give a transla- 
tion of a portion of this passage: ‘‘ One cannot too highly praise the King of 
Portugal, the invincible Emmanuel, who, for some years, has searched out 
new lands and new kingdoms without intermission, aided by a powerful fleet, 
and, victorious over the peoples to whom he gives his laws, is happy to attain 
thus a celestial home. From Lisbon, where he embarked, he has successively 
traversed the signs of Cancer, of the equinox, and of Capricorn, and, when he 
approached the South Pole, changing his course, has passed again through the 
same signs, the equinox and Cancer, thus encircling the whole of Africa and 
a part of Asia.
